I am hereby submitting a general outline of the time spent in health 
work for this Department during the year 1928.

Eight new cases of Tuberculosis were reported to us during the 
year, and also one infant with the adult form of the disease. Five of 
the above adult cases are now at different State Sanatoriums and the 
infant is receiving out-door treatment at one of the State institutions. 

The total number of cases on record is fifty-eight (58). 

Total number receiving treatment at State and Private Institutions,

Two (2) cases are awaiting admission. 

As a result of the Tuberculosis Clinic held in Natick we had one 
child reported as a case of Pulmonary Tuberculosis, and twenty (20) 
children reported as Hilum Tuberculosis.

The one day off duty in three for the permanent men has been in 
effect for the past year and worked out successfully, the men off duty 
responding to bell alarms very well. 

The coming year I would recommend the installation of a pump in 
the Maxim combination. This expenditure would give the town the 
benefit of three pumps in case of a large fire. 1 recommend the sum of 
$1,500.00 for that purpose. 

At the present time the apparatus is in first class condition, the 
White Pumping engine, which has been in service for the past ten years, 
has been thoroughly overhauled and at the present time capable of doing 
as much work as when first installed. 

The buildings occupied by the Fire Department are in fair condition 
and I recommend the painting of the Central Fire Station on the outside 
this year. 

In conclusion I wish to thank the citizens and the Honorable Board 
of Selectmen for thé assistance given this department in the past.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF FIRE 
ALARM 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen, 
Town of Natick, Mass., 
Gentlemen: 


Owing to change of pole locations in rear of Walcott & Aherns 
Blocks, the Fire Alarm System has been rebuilt during the past year, 
and relaid on Middlesex Avenue, Spring and Summer Streets at a cost 
of $400.00. 


The power taken from the Boston & Worcester St. Ry. Company 
in the past for use of Fire Alarm System, has been discontinued, and a 
new line built from the Central Fire Station to Pond Street where it 
was connected with the Boston & Newton St. Ry. Company at that 
point. It was necessary to make this change by reason of the Boston 
& Worcester St. Ry. cutting off the current from their line and replacing 
the electric cars with busses. 


Boxes 28, 243 and 61 were destroyed by being hit by automobiles 
and replaced at an expense of $300.00. 


The Postal Telegraph Company has requested that we rebuild our 
system on Eliot Street, So. Natick, the coming year. 


This year it will be necessary to make certain changes at the Central 
Fire Station, in regards to the current used in the batteries, which supply 
the power for the Fire Alarm System and Whistle. The present direct 
current motor generator, will have to be replaced by an alternating 
current motor at an expense of $1,500.00. The above change is neces- 
sary also by the cutting off of the power on the Boston & Newton Line 
and replacing the cars with busses.

IN GENERAL 


The entire number of arrests for offences committed in Natick, for 
the year 1928 were 282, of these 273 were males and 9 females; 177 were 
residents and 105 were non-residents; 256 were adults and 26 were 
minors. 123 others were arrested or summoned for out-of-town police. 


Intoxicating Liquor: 


The department has made more raids this year and the records 
show a decrease in drunkenness, over last year. 24 complaints were 
issued in our local court for liquor violations. Fines of $900.00 were 
imposed and paid into the town for violating the liquor law. 


The liquor problem we have with us always. Liquor dealers and 
“speak-easies” are putting their business on a scientific basis; some of 
them serve only a limited number of customers, known personally to 
those who dispense the liquor. Those who traffic in this illicit business 
know the local officers and it is very difficult if not impossible, to get 
proof of sales, certainly so without the assistance of outsiders. 
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Licenses to carry firearms: 


The Acting Chief of Police grants permits for the purchase and 
carrying of firearms. These are not granted to minors, habitual drinkers, 
or to persons who have been convicted of crime, but to those who can 
give sufficient reasons. I have issued 74 such permits this year. 


Remarks: 


. 


The department is now equipped with a motor cycle and a police 
car. These machines have proven a wonderful assistance to us. Our 
mounted policeman has watched traffic carefully and patrolléd our main 
highways. This guarding of the through traffic undoubtedly helped 
to keep drunken drivers off our highways and hold in check those who 
were inclined to speed. The year has passed without a person being 
killed in Natick by an automobile and less persons have been injured. 
It seems reasonable to assume that the patroling of our highways has 
been a big factor in these fine results.

RECOMMENDATIONS 
Police Headquarters: 


Again I am calling attention to the need of suitable police quarters 
and am requesting articles to be inserted in the town warrant with the 
hope that the voters will act favorably on them. The land which the 
town owns west of the Fire Station would be a proper place to erect 
a police station with a court room on the second floor. The rent paid 
by the County to the town for said court room would help considerably 
in the cost of the building. The present station is composed of four 
cells on the first floor and a small room on the second floor which 
consists of a lavatory and clothes lockers which leave a small space for 
an office. The latter can be reached only by passing in full view of the 
cells where at times offenders of the law are confined. Women who 
have occasion to cali at the office relative to automobiles and other 
matters should not be required to witness these conditions. Moreover, 
if a new station were obtained for the Police the Fire Department could 
use to advantage the vacated space for a battery room and additional 
sleeping quarters. 


Pension Act: 


The department feels that the Pension Act should be adopted. The 
acceptance of this act would simply mean that an officer could be retired 
on pension, if he had the necessary qualifications and the approval of the 
Board of Selectmen. It does not mean that an officer could be retired 
automatically under any condition. The cost would probably never be 
large and it would be an incentive for young men to join the force and 
to be always on their good behavior. 
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Stop and Go Signal: 


With the constant increase in motor vehicle traffic through Walcott’s 
Square it has been suggested by many that a Stop and Go signal be 
installed. I have communicated with a representative of the State Board 
of Public Works in regard to their approving of a signal, as is required 
by an act passed by the Legislature this year. After viewing the square 
he recommended that the stand in the center of street be removed and 
that signals on four corners of the square be installed and operated either 
automatically or by an officer in a booth on one corner. I have been 
informed the cost of and installing signals of this type would be about 
nine hundred dollars. I recommend they be given a trial. 


In conclusion I wish to thank those who have co-operated in the 
work of the department.

Gentlemen: 


On account of The Edison Co. keeping us employed all through the 
winter we got a large amount of dead wood removed at their expense. 
This made it possible for us to do considerable trimming this year along 
streets where the arc lights were hidden by the foliage, but many more 
are in much need of this work. 

We planted 18 trees at the town’s expense and 3 trees at the Gas Co. 
expense. These were replacement trees. This made 21 trees planted but 
did not make up for the number of trees we lost by removal. Six large 
trees, some of which took over 100 years to grow, had to be re- 
moved on account of being in the roadway and in the way of new side- 
walks. 

If the Public Works Dept. plan to spend the money appropriated 
for the care and maintenance of trees we cannot begin to do the work 
that is really necessary and meet the requests of the public in general. 
There should be some provision for the expense of this work. We are 
only too glad to do it. 


There are many dead trees standing now that should have come 
down but we could not remove them for lack of funds. 


Three more trees have been killed on West Central St. from gas 
leaks. 


Many requests are made for Street Tree planting, but operations 
along this line are of a necessity limited.

Gentlemen ; 


The Gypsy Moth is about the same in numbers in the residential , 
sections of the town as last year but in many of the out-lying sections 
where there are wood lands adjoining there has been quite an increase on 
account of our not having funds to combat the insect in the interior 
which leaves a breeding place for the pest. We should however, be able 
with the support of the town, to keep the roadsides reasonably clean with 
the creosoting and the wonderful spraying equipment we now have. The 
new truck sprayer works to perfection and we are now able to reach the 
tops of the tallest trees with ease. A majority of the towns in the state 
had a large increase last year and thousands of acres were defoliated in 
many sections. Work has been done on some of the roadsides cleaning 
up dead wood, cutting brush and burning which helps keep the insect 
under control as well as beautifying the streets and eliminating auto- 
mobile dangers. Many favorable comments have been received on this 
work. Too bad more of this work could not be done. 


We have practically no Brown Tail Moths though they are still 
numerous in some other sections of the state.

One school, North Natick, has less than thirty pupils, there being 
seventeen in the first grade and twelve in the second grade. 

It is apparent from the summary that a majority of the rooms 
enroll more than the commonly accepted maximum of forty children. 
The task of teaching this number effectively is made more difficult by 
the presence of two grades in a room. Seventeen of the schools with 
forty or more pupils contain two grades. Of the entire forty-two 
elementary rooms in the town there are now eighteen which have but 
one grade. It is our aim to provide facilities for holding the room mem- 
bership below forty and at the same time adopt the modern standard 


of one grade per room. 


HOUSING PROVISIONS FOR 1929-30 


Three schools present housing problems of a serious nature, namely 
West Natick, Nathan Rice and East Natick. Plans for relieving the 
congestion should be considered now in order to allow sufficient time 
for execution of the measures adopted. 

The West Natick school contains four rooms and is housing this 
year one hundred ninety-three pupils. At least five rooms are needed 
for this number. A portable building can be used until the town makes 
permanent housing arrangements. 

The Nathan Rice school, a four room building, has one hundred 
ninety-nine pupils, sixty-four of whom are in one room with two 
teachers. The growth of population in this section indicates that there 
will be over two hundred children in the fall. A temporary solution here 
is a portable school. The grounds, however, are very limited in area 
and even if the adjoining Parker property is acquired it is questionable 
whether the added play space should be encroached upon for another 
building. Consideration should be given to locating a portable building 
at the Oak Grove School and transferring one or two of the upper 
grades from the Nathan Rice school. 

Another problem demanding solution is the housing of elementary 
grades that will have to be withdrawn from the Junior High School 
to make room for a large enrollment of seventh grade pupils. One 
hundred fifty-seven ninth grade members will leave the Junior High 
School for Senior High or to go to work. Two hundred twenty-seven 
present sixth grade pupils will enter the Junior High in the fall as 
seventh grade members. It is probable that some eighth grade pupils will 
leave school. It is conservative to count on haying one hundred more 
Junior High pupils in September, 1929, than in 1928. It is clear therefore 
that some of the grades must be placed elsewhere. Here again the least 
expensive and quickest method of affording relief while a new ele- 
mentary school is being constructed is to make use of the portable. 

The East Natick situation is being brought to your attention under 
a separate heading.

Ii there should be an increase of ten 
per cent each year for the next five years the enrollment would be as

It seems unwise to plan for a slower rate of growth than the one 
indicated above and I therefore recommend that an addition of tow 
rooms be made to the present building. 


SCHOOL GROUNDS 


Scarcely less important than suitable buildings are the grounds for 
play and games. In these days of increasing recognition of the impor- 
tance of physical education the school grounds should be of sufficient 
area to give each child a minimum play space of one hundred square 
feet. Measured by this standard the play areas of the Natick Schools 
are far from adequate. There is too, another reason for enlarging 
our play spaces, namely, that the public may have recreational privileges 
when the grounds are not being used by the chi:dren. 
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The facts concerning our grounds are shown herewith: 


School Grounds—Extent and Condition 
Eliot Too small for play. Children must play in street 
causing trouble for neighbors at times. 
Lincoln Too small for play. 
Bacon Small but fairly adequate for little children. 
Felchville Smail, little room for play. This school has two 


hundred twenty-seven children. Adjoining property 
should be purchased. 


Mary Gilson Small. It would be advisable to acquire a large field 
opposite the school. 

Nathan Rice Very small, little room for play. Adjoining Parker 
property should be acquired. 

Oak Grove Adequate in area, grounds F-ough and rocky. Im- 
provements should be made. 

West Natick Large area—condition poor. Improvements should 
be made. 

East Natick Two acres suitable for play. 

Coolidge Junior More than two acres. Grounds are being developed. 

High An additional appropriation should be made at the 


next town meeting. 


ELEMENTARY SCHOOL ACCOMPLISHMENTS 
HEALTH PROGRAM 


We have held three clinics this year. First, the “Summer Round 
Up” in May and June in which four-fifths of 9ur entering first grade 
children received a physical examination either at the school clinic, or 
by their family physicians according to directions from the State Health 
Department. Many defects brought to the attention of parents were 
corrected and more physically fit children entered school in September 
than ever before. 


The second clinic was the examination offered by the State Depart- 
ment to all Elementary and Junior High pupils in November and in 
which sixteen hundred thirty-one or sixty-nine percent were examined, 
reports and advice given to parents and plans of follow-up work made 
possible. 


The third clinic was conducted by state doctors and social workers 
from Grafton and included individual and problem cases. The work was 
in the line of mental and physical examinations and help in adjusting the 
schools to the needs of the children. 


One of the immediate results of this health work is a special class 
in posture corrective work Monday afternoons under the direction of 
the instructor in physical education and the school nurse with the 
assistance of the department of physical education at Wellesley College. 


All this special work would have been impossible without the volun- 
teer service of our local Board of Health, the Visiting Nurses’ Asso- 
ciation, local doctors and friends. 
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CouRSE oF STUDY AND TEXTBOOKS 


We have introduced new reading systems into two second grades 
and one more first grade. This is an experimental procedure looking 
forward to a change in our present reading system which will better 
meet the requirements and possibilities of education today. 

Our geography-history set-up is now complete in the fourth, fifth, 
and sixth grades. We have two text books in geography, two text books 
in history (bought in half sets) for every child and two copies each 
of eight new geography readers and eight new history readers to each 
class. Our local history and geography is being developed and extended 
in our fourth grades with the purpose of instilling in our boys and 
girls a pride in and a responsibility to their native town. 

In penmanship we have adopted the Houston System of Writing. 
So far it seems to be cutting down our poor writing and building up 
our penmanship generally. It has the advantage of immediate goals 
easily understood by children. 


HELPING CLAss 


The third year of the Helping Class has added proof to the claim 
of its worth. Of the eighty-three children enrolled all doubtful of 
promotion, sixty-five were with this added help enabled to go on with 
their class. This is a great saving in money and social life. We cannot 
afford to have retarded children. 


‘LIBRARIES 


Classroom libraries including books not only in history and geog- 
raphy but material in all forms of reading suited to the age and interests 
of the children have been started. A love of reading is carefully fostered. 

A teachers’ library has been started with twenty-five of the best 
books on various phases of modern education. This addition to our 
pole sne literature is much appreciated for the need has long been

Fruir TREES 


The planting and care, under the direction of the County Extension 
Service, of six hundred and forty-eight apple and peach trees last April 
was most successful. We are looking forward to a similar project the 
coming spring. 


GENERAL IMPROVEMENT 


The work in all our Elementary Schools is based on the facts that 
the child comes first and the subject second, that we are trying to meet 
individual differences in children and that as long as society is changing 
and the science of education is developing, unified guidance, adjustments 
and improvements form the only possible plan of growth. 


SPECIAL REPORTS 


The reports of supervisors, special teachers, school physician and 
nurse are on file in the office of the School Department and are available 
for the Inspection of any citizen who may be interested. Lack of space 
prevents publication in this review of the year’s work, 
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COUNTY EXTENSION SERVICE 


In Agriculture, due to the farmers being more or less scattered, 
the work had to take the form of answering individual farm visits where 
requested. This past year most of the requests have come from poultry- 
men. Assistance was given the public schools on putting across the 
program of securing and planting of fruit trees. 

In Homemaking a total of eighty-five women attended the home- 
makers’ groups this past year. Groups were conducted in West Natick, 
and South Natick. A series of five Home Improvement meetings were 
held in each of these communities. As a result, homemakers have re- 
ported that many improvements in kitchens have been made. The Nutri- 
tion Program consisted of a series of four meetings. The homemakers 
report that their meal planning problems have been simplified. The home- 
makers in these units have passed on what they have learned to one 
hundred twenty-seven others who could not attend the meetings. This 
fall these units are carrying on a clothing program of four meetings to 
discuss Line and Design in Dress and short-cuts in Garment Finishes. 

In Boys’ and Girls’ 4-H Club work two hundred and five were 
enrolled in poultry, garden, food, clothing, handicraft, and canning clubs. 
Twelve local leaders assisted in the work. Christine Duff and Barbara 
Brown were awarded a two-day trip to the Massachusetts Agricultural 
College for doing outstanding work in 4-H club work. 

In addition to the above the local people have had an opportunity 
to attend several county-wide meetings on the various phases of agri- 
culture and homemaking, as well as received circular letters giving timely 
information on subjects pertaining to the Farm and the Home. 


CONCLUSION 


In conclusion [I earnestly recommend that our citizens face the facts 
regarding congestion and take early action to relieve situations that have 
become serious. A building program should be adopted that will effect 
a reduction in room membership, permit closer: grading and prevent a 
repetition of the conditions which we are now enduring. 

It is my conviction that the town will act wisely if it appoints a 
citizens’ committee at the March meeting to make a comprehensive study 
of school building needs for the next ten years. 

The policy of patching old wooden buildings should give way to a 
more enlightened procedure. “Let us not cling longer to the skirts of an 
age which has departed.” .

To the Board of Selectmen and Citizens: 

We present herewith the Eighth Annual Report of the Board of 
Public Works. 

The permanent or penetrated roads are in good condition, but the 
gravel roads although oiled are not in as good condition as in former 
years. 

The Board called attention in the report of 1927 for 1926 to the 
fact that every additional mile of gravel road and oiled, required addi- 
tional care in patching and oiling to prevent deteriorations. 

The winter of 1927 was very free from snow storms and the early 
spring of 1928 was very mild. The frost came out of the ground on 
several occasions and the heavy traffic on soft roads resulted in serious 
damage to the roads. At the next drop in temperature and subsequent 
thaw the damage was repeated. 

The cost of putting these roads in passable condition was much in 
excess of what the cost of the snow removal would have been. 

The item Maintenance, covers care and ordinary repairs of streets, 
cleaning and flushing of drains and catch basins, salaries of team and 
truck drivers when not employed upon special grants, and vacation 
salaries. 

_ The number of catch basins in commission is nearly four times what 
it was in 1920, when this Board began to function, while the number 
of feet of drains has increased from about 10,000 to nearly 60,000. 

In spite of these facts the Town Meeting reduced the Maintenance 
appropriation about $7,000 and segregated the appropriations so that 
the appropriation for snow removal could not be used to repair the 
damage caused by the winter’s wear. 

It was due to these facts that made necessary the request by this 
Department for an appropriation of $5,000 at the Special Town Meeting 
in October. This was for patching the streets and flushing the drains, 
and probably resulted in a saving to the Town of about $15,000, had 
it been left until spring. 
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WATER AND SEWER 


The extension of the 12 inch water main in North Main Street has 
been completed as far as Evergreen Road north of Worcester Street 
and is connected to the 18 inch force main on Bacon Street. This allows 
the force main to supply North Main Street as well as the center of 
the town by three direct connections, at Bacon Street, South Avenue, and 
Central Street and should assure an abundant water supply for these 
sections of the town at practically all times. 

For years the water supply of North Main Street has been in a 
precarious condition with its small and old cement lined main, and only 
good fortune has prevented what under certain conditions might have 
been a serious conflagration. 

There are numerous cases in town where the water main on certain 
streets is not continuous, that is, the main enters the street at each end 
for a certain distance but does not connect. These should be connected, 
one each year, so that the supply will be from both ends and the value of 
the hydrant service will be increased. 

The extension of the sewer in North Main Street as far as Wor- 
cester Street has been completed and if the householders generally take 
advantage of it and connect the houses, the menace of cesspools, which 
has been universal in this section, will be removed. 

This work was slow and difficult. The grade was such that the 
laying of the sewer mains required the digging of a trench 18 to 20 feet 
deep. Hard rock, beds of quick sand and a continuous flow of under- 
ground water from Walnut Hill, on its way to Lake Cochituate, retarded 
the progress of the work. 

With the rebuilding of two of the sewer beds this year, the fourteen 
beds have been rebuilt and are now in good condition and should 
satisfactorily care for the sewerage of the town for some years. 

The rebuilding of these beds gave unmistakable evidence of the poor 
construction of the beds as originally done by the contractors.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 


To the Board of Public Works: 
Gentlemen : 


Permit me to present the following report of the activities and 
financial standing of the Department of Public Works for the year 
ending December 31, 1928, together with general recommendations for 
the year 1929, 

Tables accompanying this report give all the data relative to the 
streets either constructed of macadam or gravel, the streets treated with 
Cus materials, drains laid, and streets built under the Better- 
ment Act.

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GENERAL 


; The general work of patching and repairing street surfaces, cleaning 
storm drains and catch basins which in some years may be deferred 
until the winter season ends had to be constantly cared for the first 
three months of the year on account of the open winter. The action of 
freezing and thawing the first three months, with heavy traffic—equal 
to that of summer and fall months, added greatly to the upkeep of the 
roads. Several miles of streets had to be scarified, shaped and rolled 
before they could be treated during the year. 

Since 1921 the highway division has increased the miles of treated 
streets from 8 miles to 45 miles, increased the drainage system from 
10,000 feet to 60,000 feet and added over 500 new catch basins. The town 
voted to build twenty-four new streets the past three years under the 
Betterment Act. The above mentioned improvements are necessary and 
important but for the best results they should be properly maintained. 

The Town Meeting voted in March, 1928, to reduce the amount of 
the budget $7,000.00. If the highway division was not granted an addi- 
tional $5,000.00 at the Special Town Meeting in October, it would be 
impossible to estimate what it would cost the town to clean the storm 
drains and repair the streets this year. ;

CONSTRUCTION

Approximately 7500 feet of sidewalks were repaired with stone dust 
gravel or cinders. The money for repairing the tar concrete sidewalks as 
well as the dirt sidewalks was taken from the special appropriation for 


sidewalks. 


BRIDGES, CULVERTS AND DRAINS 


300 feet of 12 inch drain pipe and 2 catch basins were laid on 
Common Street from School Street to So. Main Street. 

320 feet of 36 inch drain pipe was laid from the rear of the Junior 
High School to School Street. This drain should be continued this year 
as far as Morse Street so it would be possible to care for the drainage 
south of East Central Street. 

375 feet of 12 inch drain pipe and 3 catch basins were laid in North 
Avenue to care for the overflow from Florence Street. 

340 feet of 10 inch drain pipe and 4 catch basins were laid in Pearl 
Street. 

760 feet of 12 inch drain pipe and 3 catch basins were laid in Park 
Avenue from Bacon to Worcester Streets. 

250 feet of 10 inch drain, pipe and 5 catch basins were laid in 
Harrison and Cochituate Streets. 

1600 feet of 15 inch, 18 inch and 36 inch drain pipe and 12 catch 
eee were laid in North Main Street from Grove Street to Bacon 

treet. 

1900 feet of 12 inch drain pipe and 10 catch basins were laid in 
Kansas and Second Streets. 

_ During the year 1928, 11,000 feet of drain pipe was laid varying in 
size from 10 inch to 36 inch and 80 new catch basins built.

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REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES 


To the Cittzens of Natick: 


Your trustees respectfully submit the following report of their ad- 
ministration of the Institute for the year 1928. 


The Town having appropriated $35,000 toward enlarging and improy- 
ing the Morse Institute library building, the trustees added the accum- 
ulated gifts of about $16,000 from Walnut Hill School and engaged 
the firm of Kilham, Hopkins and Greeley, Boston architects, to make 
plans that could be carried out for the total of $50,000. The lowest bids 
received for the work were far in excess of this amount; but, after care- 
fully cutting out every unnecessary item and dispensing with some orna- 
mental features, your Trustees are glad to report that the building will 
be completed without calling upon the Town to grant more money for 
the purpose. Two additional generous gifts, one of $5,000. from Miss 
Blanche G. Harwood, always a faithful friend of the Library, and one 
from the Natick Woman’s Club of $450. derived from the sale of cook- 
books, contributed to make this result possible. 


Contracts were awarded as follows: for the building, to P. G. De 
Armond & Son of Westborough; for heating and ventilation, to Frank 
E: Woodward Company, and for electric wiring, to Herbert S. Potter 
Company, both of Boston. These firms were in each case the lowest bid- 
ders. Your trustees regret that it was impossible, with the funds available 
to place these contracts in Natick; but the successful bidders gave pre- 
ference, as far as practicable to local workmen and supply dealers. Sub 
contracts for excavation, reinforced concrete floors, plumbing and hard- 
ware went to Natick firms. 


Work on the building was begun May 21; and, though carried on 
more slowly than was anticipated, has been a good job. The slow pro- 
gress was partly on account of the necessity of interfering as little as 
possible with the operation of the ‘Library, which was kept open to the 
public during the first five months of the work. Before it was necessary 
to close it in October for rebuilding of the interior, patrons were allowed 
to take out a liberal allowance of books for home use until the reopening. 


The inside of the old building has been completely. transformed, 
making, with the new addition, practically a new library, that would cost 
$100,000. to reproduce. The delivery desk for books will be found on 
the ground floor, with enlarged reading and reference rooms. 


On the second floor will be located the library for young people, 
who are better able to climb stairs than their elders. The space alloted 
to this department is about double that formerly occupied, and will be 
reached by a separate stairway from Washington Street, so that the 
younger children going in and out cannot disturb the occupants of the 
main library and reading rooms. On the second floor also is an Exhibi- 
tion Room, reached by a stairway from the main floor, where art and 
educational exhibits, such as the picture collections loaned by the Library 
Art Club, can be shown without interfering with other parts of the 
building. This room can be used also for the Children’s Story Hour, and 
for small meetings. The glass case of flags belonging to the Grand 
Army, who have given up their own hall, will be placed in this room. 


__ The new book room, in the rear of the first floor, has been equipped 
with modern steel book-stacks by the Art Metal Construction Company 


86 


and the existing wooden cases have been repaired for use in the old part 
of the building. This will provide shelf space for immediate use to re- 
ceive all the books the Institute now possesses with the probable acces- 
sions for a few years to come; and room will be available whenever 
needed for installing additional shelving to accommodate a total of three 
times the present contents of the library. 


The old reading-room furniture will be used as far as it will go, but 
to get the benefit of the enlarged floor space more must be purchased, 
for which an appropiation of about $1000. is needed. 


It is expected that the building will be finally opened to the public 
about the middle of February. The Trustees regret the necessity of keep- 
ing it closed so long, and hope that the people of Natick will not fail to 
make free use of the better service that the enlarged and improved 
library will be able to give. The reports of the Librarian and Treasurer, 
which follow, have been adopted as part of our report.

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REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN 


To the Trustees of the Morse Institute: 


The report for 1928 is necessarily brief because of the conditions ~ 
under which the work has been carried on. 


At the beginning it promised to be an exceptionally good year in all 
departments, and so it proved in the circulation of books, for there was 
an increase of over 6,000 volumes in the Main Library, and a relative 
increase in the Young People’s Library up to the time of closing, October 
sixth. 


When we found the enlarged building was assured, all energies were 
bent toward having everything in readiness to move August first, as that 
was the probable date given us, but the date had more movable qualities 
than the Library. 


Through a friend of the Library, it was possible to have Miss 
Frances S. Wiggin to take charge of the cataloguing, so that all books 
up to that time would be in circulation; but owing to various obstacles 
and a shortage of help, we were unable to carry out completely what 
had been intended. 


It has been a period of storm and stress all through the months we 
were open for both the Library Staff and the public, and a remarkable 
amount of patience has been practiced on both sides. 


No vacations were given until the Library was closed, and coming 
so late, the assistants had to change their plans entirely. They were 
then given their regular time, and since then with the exception of three 
sessions of most difficult work in sorting and arranging books in the 
annex, they have been on call, because nothing more can be done at the 
Library until the workmen are out and the place is cleaned up. 


During this period the librarian has had an office at her home for 
keeping records of bills, books, periodicals, and the many communica- 
tions that have to have attention at this season of the year. This work 
takes much time, and if allowed to accumulate, would be a hopeless task 
to disentangle. 


A most serious drawback has been the absence of Miss Carrie B. 
Felch, who was substitute assistant from 1905 to 1913, and since then 
has been first assistant. She has been very much missed, and the loss 
of her experienced help has been greatly felt, while not being able to have 
a part in this much desired change has been a bitter disappointment to 
her. In the middle of April she was obliged to leave on account of ill- 


ness, and was finally given a year’s leave of absence, to have ample 
opportunity to regain her health. 


The first of May Miss Irene Doon came in as a substitute, and in 
October was appointed assistant on full time. She is very capable, likes 
the work, and-this winter has taken a special course in cataloguing under 
the direction of the Division of Public Libraries and the University 
Extension of the State Department of Education. She has had experi- 
ence also as a teacher, which is to her advantage. 


June first Miss Bernice Carr, who had been a substitute for four 
years, graduated from the Perry School and resigned to take up teach- 


ing. We were sorry to have her go for she was always agreeable and 
faithful in the performance of her duties. 
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The first of June also witnessed the departure of Miss Helen Eg- 
gleston to become librarian at Hingham. She came here as assistant in 
the middle of August, 1927, and was called back to her home town to 
take charge of the Library there. 


We were fortunate in obtaining the services of Miss Dorothy 
Currier, who came from the Wellesley library, and who had a good 
library back-ground besides, which is most desirable. 


This wholesale overturn of assistants is unusual, is not satisfactory 
at any time, but during a year like the past, has made the maintenance of 
successful work extremely difficuit. 


June first was a momentous date for us because of the great number 
of books in the basement which had to be moved, and there being no 
other place for them, the reading room had to be taken for that pur- 
pose and closed to the public. Giving up the newspapers and periodicals 
for so long a time was a great deprivation to readers, but there was no 
other way. 


The full quota of new books has not been added, although we have 
many ready to catalogue when there is an opportunity. Among the new 
reference books are three very valuable sets which were given us, and 
comprise the following titles: Encyclopedia of Religion and Ethics, 7v., 
James Hastings, ed.; History of modern painting, 4v., Richard Muther ; 
and the New century dictionary, 33v. 


When it was decided to close the library to permit reconstruction 
oi the building, all teachers were allowed to take out for school and 
personal use as many books as were needed, and each adult ten volumes, 
and in that one week the circulation was nearly two thirds that of the 
average month. 


The Young People’s Library was obliged to give up sending books 
to East Natick during the vacation season, and the Children’s Book Week 
had to be omitted because we were closed during that time. 


Report of the Children’s Librarian. 


The report this year must necessarily be short due to the many in- 
terruptions we have had. The work up to the middle of September how- 
ever showed a marked increase over last year, both in circulation and 
the general use of the library. It is interesting to note that our circula- 
tion of this year exceeded that of two years ago, even though we were 
open a much shorter time. 


Due to Miss Sylvester’s sickness, we have not been able to carry 
out our Story Hour, with the exception of two months. This coming 
year we hope to hold two Story Hours a week, one for the younger 
children, and another for those who enjoy an older story. 


urbe work with the schools has grown, six schools requesting de- 
posits in practically every room during the period we were closed for 
repairs. . 


The coming year looks very bright with opportunity when we get 
settled in our remodeled building.

REPORT OF THE AUDITOR

To the Board of Selectmen,

I submit herewith my report of an audit of the accounts of the 
town of Natick for the period from January 1, 1927 to September 5, 
1928, made in accordance with the provisions of Chapter 44 of the 
General Laws. This report is in the form of a report made to me by 
Mr. Edward H. Fenton, Chief Accountant of this Division.

Sir: 


As directed by you, I have made an audit of the books and accounts 
of the town of Natick for the period from January 1, 1927 to September 
5, 1928, and submit the following report thereon: 


The financial transactions of the town, as recorded on the books 
of the several departments receiving or disbursing money for the town, 
were examined and reconciled with the books of the treasurer and the 
town accountant. 


The books and records of the town accountant were examined and 
checked in detail. The recorded receipts were checked with the reports 
from the several departments making payments to the town treasurer 
and with the treasurer’s books. 


The recorded disbursements were checked with the warrants and 
with the treasurer's books, and the approved bills and pay-rolls were 
checked with the warrants. 


The appropriation accounts were checked with the town clerk’s 
memoranda of town meeting votes, and while the total of the appro- 
priations for the various departments as shown by the records of the 
town clerk and the town accountant were in agreement, the town clerk’s 
memoranda showed that the appropriations for some departments had 
been made in greater detail than was shown by the accountant’s 
appropriation accounts. It is therefore recommended that the town 
clerk’s records of town meetings be written up promptly and that all 
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appropriations be certified to the town accountant exactly as voted by the 
town meeting. 


The ledger accounts were checked and analyzed, the necessary cor- 
recting and adjusting entries were made, a trial balance was taken off 
and a balance sheet, which is appended to this report, was prepared show- 
ing the financial condition of the town as of September 5, 1928. 


In checking the approved pay-rolls and vouchers with the recorded 
disbursements, it was noted that although no indebtedness had been 
authorized by the town a Bay City Excavator purchased by the Board 
of Public Works in April, 1927, for $8,650 was paid for on April 29, 
1928, with interest from April 26, 1927 to April 11, 1928, of $497.37, and 
charged against the income of the Water Department, although at the 
adjourned annual town meeting on April 3, 1928, the town voted under 
Articles 24 and 25 of the warrant for said meeting as follows: 


Article 24. To see what disposition the Town will make relative to 
Trench Digger now used by the Board of Public Works, or otherwise 
act thereon. 


Voted, that the Town instruct the Board of Public Works to stop 
using the Bay City 16-B Excavator shipped here during 1927 by the Bay 
City Dredge Works, Inc. 


Article 25. To see what action, if any, the Town will take in the 
case of Bay City Dredge Works, Inc. (vs) Inhabitants of the Town of 
Natick, relative to Trench Digger. 


Voted, that the Bay City Dredge Works, Inc., be instructed to take 
their Excavator from the Board of Public Works at once. 


Under the provisions of Section 6, Chapter 392, Acts of 1902, it 
would appear that the income of the Water Department must be used 
for the current, annual expenses of operating the water works, for the 
interest of the water indebtedness, and for required contributions to the 
sinking fund. It would therefore seem that the purchase of equipment 
costing in excess of $8,000.00 should be made only upon a vote of the 
town duly appropriating the money necessary for such purpose, for 
surely such purchase could not be considered as a current, annual expense 
of operation. 


In connection with the expenditures of the Water Department I wish 
to call attention to Section 2, Chapter 396, Acts of 1926, which reads as 
follows: 


“To meet expenditures incurred under authority of chapter two hun- 
dred and thirty-five of the General Acts of nineteen hundred and six- 
teen, the state treasurer may issue notes of the commonwealth to the 
amount of seventeen hundred thirty-eight dollars, and twenty-five cents 
for terms not exceeding one year, as recommended by the governor in a 
message to the general court dated May eighteenth, nineteen hundred 
and twenty-six, in persuance of section three of Article 'LXII of the 
amendments to the constitution, carrying such rates of interest as. 
the state treasurer, with the approval of the governor and council, 
shall fix. Fifty per cent of the amount required to meet said notes 
shall be paid from the Highway Fund, and the remaining fifty per 
cent shall be assessed upon the metropolitan parks district in the same 
manner as is provided for the maintenance of boulevards and park- 
ways.

It will therefore be necessary after January 1, 1929 for the annual 
requirements of the Water Department to be provided for by appropria- 
tion voted by the town meeting, the same as the requirements for the 
several other departments of the town. 


The books and accounts of the town treasurer were examined and 
verified. The recorded receipts were verified by a comparison with the 
records in the several departments collecting money for the town and 
with the other sources from which money was paid into the town 
treasury; and the recorded payments were checked with the warrants 
authorizing the treasurer to disburse town funds and with the accoun- 
tant’s records. 


The payments on account of debt and interest were checked with 
the amounts falling due and with the cancelled securities and coupons 
on file. 


The cash book was footed for the period covered by the audit and 
the cash balance was verified by a reconciliation of the bank account 
with a statement furnished by the bank. 


The savings bank books and securities representing the investment 
of the trust funds in the custody of the town treasurer were personally 
examined, and the income was proved. 


The books and accounts of the tax collector were examined and 
checked in detail. The commitment lists were verified and reconciled 
with the assessor’s warrants, the recorded collections were checked in 
detail with the commitment book, and the abatements were checked 
with the assessor’s records of abatements granted. The necessary cor- 
recting and adjusting entries were made, and the outstanding accounts 
were listed and reconciled with the town accountant’s ledger accounts. 


The outstanding accounts were further verified by mailing notices 
to a number of persons whose names appeared on the books as owing 
money to the town. Among the replies received were several stating 
that the amounts called for had been paid to a deputy collector. These 
were called to the attention of the collector, who requested the deputy 
to make immediate settlement for all amounts collected, and I am 
informed that the amounts have been settled as requested. 


In checking the abatements with the assessors’ records of abatements 
granted, it was found that the assessors’ records contained a number of 
items which did not appear on the collector’s records, due to the fact 
that the assessors did not notify the collector of all abatements granted 
as required by Section 60, Chapter 59, General Laws, as amended. The 
town accountant should also be notified monthly of abatements granted, 
as required by Sections 23B, Chapter 59, General Laws. 


The tax title deeds held by the town for the non-payment of taxes 
were examined and listed. These titles were for taxes prior to 1915, 
_ and subsequent years’ assessments have been abated. In this connection 

I wish to call attention to Section 61, Chapter 60, General Laws. 


Attention is also called to the fact that a separate account should 
be kept of all tax titles taken for the town, as required by Section 50, 
Chapter 60, General Laws, as amended by Chapter 126, Acts (ont G2 7, 


The unapportioned betterment assessments, as well as the sidewalk 
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bils committed to the collector, were examined, the outstanding accounts 
were iisted, and the payments to the treasurer were checkd with the 
treasurer's and accountant’s books. 


The books and accounts of the water and sewer departments were 
examined, and the records of charges, collections, and abatements were 
listed from the cards in the office of the public works department. 

The collections and abatements, as recorded on the cards, were 
checked to the cash book, and the payments to the town treasurer were 
checked to the town treasurer’s books. 


The cash on hand was verified, the outstanding accounts were listed, 
and the necessary correcting and adjusting entries were made. 


Commitment sheets for both sewer and water charges are to be 
installed as of January 1, 1929, which will enable the department to 
prove the accounts and will save much time in auditing the accounts 
in the future. . 


It is recommended that all abatements be made in writing, be signed 
by the commissioners on forms provided for that purpose, and be kept 
on file, so that they may be proved with the commitment list entries. 


The receipts of the town clerk’s department for hunting and fishing 
and for dog licenses issued were examined, and the payments to the 
state and the county, respectively, were verified by the receipts on file. 
The cash balance was verified by a reconciliation of the bank account 
with a statement furnished by the bank. 


The receipts for fines, etc., of the Morse Institute Library were 
examined, and the payments to the library treasurer were checked to 
the treasurer’s books. The receipts and expenditures of the library 
treasurer from special funds were verified, and the cash on hand was 
proved with the bank statements. 


The financial records of the Leonard Morse Hospital were examined 
at the hospital. The receipts were checked, the cash book was footed, 
the payments to the treasurer were checked to the treasurer’s books, 
and the cash on hand was verified. 


The books and accounts of the hospital treasurer were examined. 
The receipts and expenditures were verified, and the cash book was 
footed. The cash balance was proved by a verification of the bank 
balance. 


The records of receipts from the sealer of weights and measures, 
the town scales, the school department, and from licenses issued by the 
selectmen and by the Board of Health were examined, and the pay- 
ments to the treasurer were checked with the treasurer’s and the accoun- 
tant’s books. 


The records of the Board of Public Welfare were examined and 
checked. The outstanding accounts were listed, and the payments to 
the treasurer were verified. The receipts at the town infirmary were 
also checked and the payments to the treasurer were checked with the 
treasurer’s records. 


In examining the records of the health department it was found 
that no attempt has been made to collect bills for hospital care of 
contagious disease cases. This matter was brought to the attention of 
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the Board of Health, and it is recommended that an effort be made to 
collect these bills. 


The securities held as investments of the sinking funds and of the 
several trust funds in the custody of the Board of Public Welfare, the 
treasurer of Leonard Morse Hospital, and the treasurer of the Morse 
Institute Library were personally examined. The income was proved 


and the expenditures were verified. In connection with the trust fund 
investments, attention is called to Section 54, Chapter 44, General Laws, 


which reads as follows: 


“Trust funds, including cemetery perpetual care funds, unless 
otherwise provided or directed by the donor thereof, shall be placed 
at interest in savings banks, trust companies incorporated under the 
laws of the commonwealth, or national banks, or invested by cities and 
towns in securities which are legal investments for savings banks. 
This section shall not apply to Boston.” 


Surety bonds furnished by the officials for the faithful performance 
of duties were examined and found to be in proper form, with the 
exception that the bond of the superintendent of public works is in 
the form of a renewal certificate. The matter was taken up with the 
agent for the bonding company and a new bond for 1928 is to be 
furnished. 

Appended to this report are tables showing a reconciliation of the 
treasurer’s cash, summaries of the tax, assessment, and departmental 


accounts, together with tables showing the transactions of the sinking 
and trust funds. 


For the courtesies extended by the various town officials during 
the progress of the audit, I wish, on behalf of my assistants and for 
myself, to express appreciation.

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REPORT OF SPECIAL COMMITTEE ON 
APPLICATION OF TAX RATE 


Jan. 21, 1929 
Natick, Mass. 


At the Annual Town Meeting, March, 1928, under Article No. 
75, the undersigned were appointed as a Committee to investigate 
the advisability of applying the so- called “Block and Map System” 
with the aim of obtaining such benefit as might accrue by its applica- 
tion te the 1928 tax rate. 


Shortly after our appointment, conferences with the Board of As- 
‘sessors were held, and examination of the work so far completed was 
made. As a result we came to the conclusion that it was absolutely 
impossible to take any action which would result in putting the 
system into effect in the year 1928. 


Briefly stated, the reason for our conclusion was found in the fact 
_that the necessary clerical records, as well as the adjusted valua- 
tions upon real estate, were so far behind the work already accom- 
plished by the engineer that it was physically impossible to complete 
this work before the time when the warrant must be committed vo 
the Collector of Taxes. 


Although six months have elapsed since our first interview with 
the Board of Assessors, there has been no material change in the 
status of the work necessary before the system can become effective. 


We do not wish to be understood as casting any reflection upon 
the Board of Assessors for this condition, unless it be from the 
standpoint that the magnitude of the undertaking should have been 
sensed by those who were in closest touch with the work and the 
fact brought to the attention of the governing Boards. 


After careful consideration of the work entailed in installing a 
proper system of records your Committee have come to the conclusion 
that it is hopeless to expect the work to be carried to a successful 
finish for several years, unless the citizens are disposed to provide 
a suitable clerical organization, working under the direction of a 
trained office man whose duty it shall be to do all of the clerical 
work in connection with the undertaking, other than that which under 
the statute can only be done by the members of the Board of 
Assessors. 


If such a plan could be affected, and an adequate appropriation 
made to cover the expense, it would seem probable that the new 
system could be put into effect in 1930. 


If our suggestions are adopted we believe that the work should be 
carried out under the supervision of a suitable Committee.

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REPORT OF COMMITTEE OF NATHAN RICE 
SCHOOL GROUNDS 


Under Article No. 63 of the Town Warrant of 1927, the Annual 
Town Meeting voted to appoint a committee of five to investigate 
the possibility of acquiring land and the cost of same for the enlarge- 
ment of the Nathan Rice School Grounds. 


Your committee, after investigating the land adjacent to the 
school, are unanimous in recommending to the voters the acquiring 
of the Parker property, located westerly of the said school and corner 
of Pond and Forest Streets, comprising an area of approximately 
23.200 sq. ft. of land and the buildings thereon. 


At the present time the playing area of the Nathan Rice School 
is confined to the front of the school building, located on the corner 
of Pond and High Streets, and it is inadequate for the large number 
of chi'dren attending the school with an enrolment of about 200 


children. 

At the present time your committee believe and recommend that 
the Parker property be bought and taken by the right of eminent 
tomain. 

This section where the Nathan Rice School is located is a resi- 
dential section thickly populated, and unless the Parker property is 
now taken by the Town in a few years the price of this property will 
become considerably higher.

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REPORT OF THE PLANNING BOARD 


To the Annual Town Meeting of Natick, Mass., March, 1929: . 
The Planning Board respectfully presents the following report of 
its work for the year 1928. 


Mr. Ernest T. Wilson, who has been for the past six years an active 
member of the Board, and whose services have been especially valuable 
to the town in drafting the Building Code, declined renomination this 
year, and Mr. Leonard H. Foley was chosen in his place at the spring 
election. 


The present members and officers of the Board are: 


HORACE B. GALE, Chairman MISS MABEL F. BURLEIGH 
GEORGE F. WHITNEY, Secretary WILLIAM F, QUINLAN 
LEONARD H. FOLEY 


The activities of the Board in the early part of the year were con- 
centrated on the completion of the draft of the Building Code and its 
printing and distribution to the voters in season for consideration at the 
annual town meeting. The Code could not be printed, however, until 
the Committee on By-Laws had completed its final report, as the Planning 
Board had agreed to print and distribute the draft of the new By-Laws 
together with the Building Code. Nevertheless, copies of both were 
distributed to every family in Natick four or more days before the 
opening, and a full month before the close, of the March town meeting. 


That meeting voted, on recommendation of the Advisory Com- 
mittee, to postpone consideration of the Building Code to a future town 
meeting, and it was finally adopted, by a unanimous vote, at the special 
meeting on November thirteenth. An attested copy was duly filed by the 
Town Clerk in the office of the Attorney General of Massachusetts, 
whose approval is necessary before the law can become effective. When 
his report on it is received, all parts of the Code that have been approved 
must be printed preferably in the form of a pocket-size pamphlet, dis- 
tributed in the town as required by statute, and will then be in force. 


The town of Natick probably will be the first in the State to have 
a complete building code in conformity with the medel recommended as a 
standard by the United States Department of Commerce. 


If, in the first year’s trial, any of its provisions are found to involve 
practical difficulty or unnecessary hardship, such parts can be repealed 
or amended by vote of the next annual town meeting; and, in the mean- 
time, relief for any special case can be granted by the Board of Appeal, 
who have power to vary the application of the Code to such conditions. 


The preparation of the Building Code required many meetings for 
the discussion of its various sections, comparisons with other codes and 
conferences with representatives of the building, insurance and real estate 
interests. In addition to this work the Board has examined and reported 
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to the Selectmen on all proposed new street layouts and has taken an 
active part in the negotiations with the town of Framingham and the 
State Board of Health in regard to the Beaver Dam Brook project. 


Our secretary, Mr. Whitney, represented the Planning Board at all 
hearings and conferences in Boston and Natick on the pending legisla- 
tion to authorize the Metropolitan District Commission to widen, 
straighten and deepen the channel of said brook through West Natick 
to its mouth in Lake Cochituate. As the purpose of this undertaking was 
to improve the drainage of the town of Framingham, the Planning Board 
maintained that, as a condition of the consent of our Selectmen thereto, 
the town of Framingham should agree not to discharge into the brook 
anything except the natural surface drainage of its present watershed, 
and nothing that would further pollute the water of the Lake. An agree- 
ment designed to accomplish this object was drawn up by the town counsel 
of Natick and Framingham and signed, in behalf of the two towns, by 
their Selectmen. 


Before .the people of Natick can get the benefit of the zoning pro- 
visions of Chapter 5 of the new Building Code, it will be necessary to 
prepare and adopt a plan and map defining the boundaries of the 
districts called for by that chapter, and an appropriation for the expense 
of this work will be necessary at the coming annual town meeting.

After endearing himself for many years to the townspeople, 
especially to those who asked for medical attention from this Board, 
our Town Physician, the late Doctor William H. Sylvester, passed 
away November 10, 1928. 


We never have known a more painstaking or conscientious person, 
whose memory we will ever cherish. 


Doctor Joseph H. Dayley of South Natick has been appointed 
Town Physician, who occupies the former office of the late Doctor

The Trustees of the Leonard Morse Hospital submit their report 
for the year ending December 31, 1928. 


The outstanding features of importance during the past year are: 
1. The installation of a new X-Ray outfit. 


2. A new method of keeping clinical records; a new and modern 
system of caring for accounts; and the installation of an ex- 
perienced bookkeeper and record clerk. 


Detailed study by sketches of necessary additions to the hospital. 
Re-organization of the Staff in accordance with modern practice. 


The installation of a Clinical Laboratory under the direction of 
Dr. S. C. Dalrymple, the Pathologist of the Newton Hospital, 
with a full-time technician. 


6. The approval of the hospital by the College of Physicians and 
Surgeons. 


7. The death of William H. Sylvester, M.D., the oldest trustee in 
the point of service. 


The X-Ray outfit was installed by the Englen Electric Company and 
is capable of caring for any class of work required of the hospital. 
Dr. John D. Camp was appointed Roentgenologist and gave the hospital 
excellent service. He resigned to accept a position with the Drs. Mayo 
at Rochester, Minn. While we were sorry to lose Dr. Camp, we were 
naturally, pleased that he had an opportunity to be connected with so 
prominent an institution as the Mayo Hospital. Dr. John W. Meachen 
has taken the place of Dr. Camp. 


Our new method of keepine clinical records and caring for accounts 
is a very important change, the former being one of the suggestions 
emanating from the Col’'ege of Physicians and Surgeons. It is to be 
understood that in the past few years much better records are being 
made by all hospitals and the changes instituted are in line with modern 
practice. The revision of the accounting system, made necessary in 
order that proper track could be kept of receipts and disbursements, 
required more detailed work than could be given by the Superintendent 
or Assistant Superintendent. on whose shoulders had fallen the bulk- 
of this work. Beginning on January 1, 1928, we, therefore, installed an 
experienced bookkeeper and record clerk and the results anticipated have 
been fully realized. 


We have heard it stated the hospital Hes but little, if any. charity 
work. This is absolutely an incorrect statement and would only be made 
by one who was not familiar with the true conditions. The facts are 
that a very great amount of service is rendered by the hospital for which 
no compensation is ever received. 

Your Trustees have given a great deal of time in the studv of a 
suitable addition for the hospital. We are listed as having fifty-five 
beds, but there are many times when, under the present conditions, 
every bed is taken and beds are placed in the corridors. It should be 
noted that at other times we may have unoccupied beds at the hos- 
pital but, owing to the nature of the ailment of the particular patient. 
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these are not available. We require a fairly large addition in order that 
at all times, within reasonable limits, we should have available beds 
for the particular class of patient it is desired to admit. 

The dining room facilities for the nurses are much over crowded, 
and the kitchen is not large enough to properly feed even our present 
family which, ‘at times, runs to eighty-eight persons. The Nurses’ home 
has now reached its capacity and if any additional beds for patients are 
provided, additional nurses will be needed. 


From the study made by your Trustees, we are convinced that 
changes should be made something after the following order assuming 
that they can be financed : 

(a) The second floor of the Main Hospital buildmg, now used for 
patients, to be given over entirely to white cap nurses. This should 
take care of the additional nurses, at least for some years to come. 

(b) A three-story fireproof addition to be erected on the northwest side 
ot the Main Hospital building, in which will be located male, female 
and children’s wards, modern operating rooms, and an X-Ray room. 
In this addition should be a modern kitchen, and nurses’ and ser- 
vants’ dining rooms capable of handling the probable future growth 
of the hospital for at least a decade. This addition, naturally, will 
require an addition to our present power plant. ; 


. To finance this extension will necessitate an expenditure of from 
$275,000 to $300,000. It should be remembered: that the Chickering Fund 
is not availabe for any additions or extensions of the hospital, as only 
the income may be used by the hospital. We hesitate about making a 
drive, as has been done in essentially every ‘community in which is 
located a hospital, but if the Leonard Morse Hospital is to be placed 
in a condition where it can properly care for the needs of its citizens, 
the funds necessary for this addition must be provided as no part of the 
invested funds, outside of the Chickering fund, should be used for this 
purpose but should be kept intact to assist in the maintenance and upkeep 
of the institution. 


The re-organization of the Staff in accordance with modern practice 
needs but little comment. We now have a Visiting Staff and a Courtesy 
Staff, as weli as Consulting Physicians, Surgeons, etc. The Visiting 
Staff, of course, care for ail ward patients without compensation, and 
this Staff is divided into two units, the Surgical and the Medical. On 
the Courtesy Staff are those physicians and surgeons other than the 
Visiting Staff, practitioners of Natick and the surrounding towns, who 
bring their patients to the hospital. 


While the installation of a suitable Clinical Laboratory was one of 
the requisites of the College of Physicians and Surgeons, yet it was an 
adjunct to the hospital long needed. It has demonstrated its usefulness 
and will prove of great benefit in years to come. The Technician of the 
laboratory is also competent to handle the X-Ray outfit. 


The approval of the hospital by the College of Physicians and Sur- 
geons 1s a goal which has been in the minds of your Trustees for some 
years but it ‘was impossible until this past year to comply with the 
necessary rigid requirements. That we have accomplished the desired 


end is in no small measure due to the painstaking labors of our efficient 
Superintendent. 


__In the death of Dr. Sylvester the hospital has lost one of its most 
faithful friends and adherents. In recognition of the service rendered 


bv him, your Trustees have spread the following resolutions upon the 
records and have forwarded a copy to his daughter. 
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WILLIAM HILLMAN SYLVESTER 
1850 - 1928 


William Hillman Sylvester was born in Poland, Maine, in 1850 
and obtained his early education in the local schools. He was an alumnus 
of Bowdoin College, as were his father and grandfather, and chose the 
study of medicine, as also had his father, grandfather and great-grand- 
father. He was, therefore, of the fourth generation that had followed 
the medical profession. After practicing for about three years in Great 
Fails, N. H., in December, 1879, he moved to Natick and built up a large 
practice. 

On the death of Dr. Townsend in 1894, he was appointed a trustee of 
the hospital and in 1895 was elected for six years to fill out the unex- 
pired term; in 1901 he was elected for the full term of seven years and 
was subsequently re-elected in 1908, 1915 and 1922. He, therefore, served 
for thirty-four years, a longer period than any previous trustee. He was 
most faithful in his attendance at Board Meetings and many times, had 
he considered his health, would have remained at home. In all matters he 
stood for what he believed to be the best interests of the hospital. 

He was one of the original members of the attending physicians of 
the Staff, serving continuously from 1898, when the hospital was first 
opened, until his resignation in 1927. During each of these intervening 
years he gave at least two months of service without compensation for 
the care of ward patients. At his death he was Attending Physician 
Emeritus. 

As an outstanding achievement is to be recorded his influence in 
obtaining for the hospital the fund left by the late Samuel Chickering of 
Dover. The benefit resulting to the citizens of Natick from the income 
of this fund, which will continue during the years to come, cannot be 
overestimated. 

He gave freely of his time and energy in many civic activities. By 
his great influence with Maria Hayes, the town received a legacy result- 
ing in the establishment of the Maria Hayes’ Home for Aged Women. 

He served for many years as school physician. Deeply interested 
in Fisk Memorial Church, with which he united soon after coming to 
Natick, he gave of his strength for its success, serving as treasurer 
for many years and also as trustee, holding this latter office at his demise. 

A faithful, honest, lovable and devout Christian gentleman has passed 
from’our midst. Be it therefore 

Resolved—That this tribute to his memory be spread upon our re- 

cords and that a copy, with the expression of our sympathy, be sent 

to the daughter of the deceased. 

In closing we desire to record the appreciation of the Trustees for 
the faithful service rendered by the members of the Staff who have given 
unstintedly of their time and experience to relieve the suffering of those 
in need. The Superintendent and Assistant Superintendent, Heads of De- 
partments and co-workers have done their best to place the hospital on a 
high plane, and we believe that this has been accomplished and the ser- 
vice rendered to those who are patients at the hospital has been appre- 
ciated by the citizens of Natick and surrounding towns. The Treasurer’s 
and Superintendent’s reports follow and are to be considered a part of 
this report.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 


To the Trustees of the Leonard Morse Hospital: 


During the last year there has been a notable increase in the number 
of admissions to the hospital from this locality as shown by the compara- 
tive statistics of the last five years. 

Because of the crowded and congested condition due to lack of 
space available in the present hospital plant, it has often been necessary 
to delay admission for want of accommodations at the time. This has fre- 
quently meant the transfer of patients from one place to another in the 
hospital. The patients, however, have been very co-operative and agreed 
to the necessary changes quite willingly. 

It is regretted that requests for hospital beds from neighboring com- 
munities could not always be met.

The Leonard Morse Hospital Training School offers a three years’ 
course in nursing including an affiliation of six months in Pediatrics, 
Medical Nursing and Gynecology at Boston City Hospital. The minimum 
entrance requirements are one year of high school or its equivalent. Pre- 
ference is given, however, to those applicants whose high school record 
shows the best preparation for entering the school of nursing. 


The hospital report for 1927 stated there were fewer students in the 
school than usual and that it had been necessary to employ graduate 
nurses to assist with the care of the patients. This year we have had an 
adequate number of well-qualified applicants: sixteen students have en- 
tered the school, three nurses completed their course, and four probation- 
ers withdrew. 


Since there are so many and varied demands upon the nurse of today, 
it is essential to introduce her to as many phases of nursing as possible. 
With this in view we have branched out and have arranged with the 
Newton Hospital to have our students attend the clinics in the Out-Pa- 
tient Department. This experience will, we feel, give the nurses a better 
understanding of the needs of the patients in the hospital as well as a 
practical knowledge of the social and preventive aspect of nursing. 


Another step forward in the development of the school is the addi- 
tion of a full time theoretical instructor, Miss Edna W. Conway, R. N., 
B. S., who is a graduate of Simmons College and also of Presbyterian 
Hospital, New York City. The doctors have been most co-operative about 
giving lectures to the student nurses which has aided greatly in develop- 
ing the curriculum.

REPORT OF PARK COMMISSIONERS 


Natick, Mass., Jan. 30, 1929. 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen of the Town of Natick: 

We herewith submit our annual report ending December 31, 1928. 
We removed the barberry hedge on the west side of the Common and 
replaced with sods, and filled, graded and seeded the greater part of 
the southern and eastern parts, so that we had a very good looking grass 
plot for the season. 


We remodeled and rebuilt the drinking fountain and also the well 
at the Common and set them in back, further off the sidewalk. 


We have had the use of the new bath house this season built by 
the American Legion, and although not finished it has been greatly 
appreciated and patronized. With the addition of an extra guard, making 
us two at the beach, we have been able to give the people protection 
from 8.30 A.M. to 9.30 P.M., with two guards on duty every afternoon. 
The Water Dep't. laid temporary pipes on top of the ground to furnish 
water for the shower baths and sanitaries. 


The old building used by the women for a dressing room we had 
moved to our property on Pond Street and now used for a garage and 
tool-shed. 


The street lights have been extended to the beach and its approach 
adding a great protection to the property and also as a safety to the 
public. 


We removed the trees, ploughed and partly graded the east end 
of Coolidge Playground and hope to be able to finish it the coming 
season so that the ball field and gridiron will be independent of each 
other.

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REPORT ON WILSON SCHOOL BUILDING 


After the annual Town Meeting of 1928, the moderator appointed 
as a committee to consider Article 59: F. Gt Adams, E. F. Brennan, 
T. F. Sullivan, J. E. White, and E. T. Wilson. The committee im- 
mediately organized with F. C. Adams, chairman and E. F. Brennan, 
secretary. 


Five meetings have been held and several conferences with the 
School Committee. The committee has examined the building from cellar 
to attic. We have consulted contractors, building removers, architects, 
and various townsmen. We received copies of a report prepared by 
Burr F. Jones, ‘State Supervisor of Elementary Education at the request 
of the Superintendent of Schools. 


The Wilson School building was constructed in 1850 and has given 
over seventy-five years of service. It is now abandoned. We believe 
it should never again be used for school purposes without complete 
reconstruction. Its lighting is very inadequate, its sanitation is bad, 
and its ventilation is poor. No building without fireproofing should be 
used for schools for young children in this age. 


We find that the location of this building is central and we believe 
the town should not sell. The building was of good construction in 
its day and all timbers are sound. The amount to be received by razing 
the building would be so small as to be not worthy of consideration. 


The Wilson School building has much value in ‘it yet. It is possible 
at small expense to more than double the lighting by making the windows 
of double width and taller. Only the eight rooms on the first and second 
flaors should be used for classrooms. Fireproof floors and ceilings in 
the corridors, fireproof stairway to the second floor, fireproof ceilings in 
all rooms would not cost a large figure. A smail amount of reconstruc- 
tion would correct the sanitary conditions and the ventilation. 


We believe the town should take the buildings near at hand by 
eminent domain through the courts and provide a satisfactory playground 
for three hundred children east and south of the school building. 


Estimates have been given to the committee that all this reconstruc- 
tion and taking of property could be done for less than fifty thousand 
dollars ($50,000.00). The town would then be supplied with an eight 
room building almost as satisfactory as a new eight room building which 
would cost at least one hundred and fifty thousand dollars ($150,000.00). 


This added space for the schools of Natick would remove all crowd- 
ing in other buildings by a proper districting of the town and an ex- 
change of a few pupils between the High School and the Coolidge 
Junior High School. It would reduce the present transportation charges 
far schoo! pupils. It would supply all needs for school rooms near 
the center of the town for probably ten years in the future. 
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We recommend that the town authorize the town treasurer to issue 
twenty year serial bonds to finance this plan. 


To summarize: 


The town should not sell the land nor destroy the building of the 
Wilson School. 


Ii the town does not wish to reconstruct the building now it should 
authorize and instruct the School Committee to board up the windows 
and await its future reconstruction. 


The committee is unanimously of the opinion that it is for the 
best interests of the town to reconstruct now the first and second floors 
of the Wilson School building with new lighting, fireproofing, sanita- 
tion and ventilation, into eight modern school rooms, to take surround- 
ing buildings for a playground by eminent domain through the courts 
and that the town should appropriate fifty thousand dollars for all 
these purposes and authorize the town treasurer to issue twenty year 
serial bonds to finance this plan. 


An article has been placed in the warrant for the Annual Town 
Meeting to cover this action.

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REPORT OF COMMITTEE APPOINTED 
UNDER ARTICLE 3 TO INVESTIGATE 
SCHOOL CONDITIONS AT 
EAST NATICK 


February 6, 1929. 


The present school accommodations at East Natick are inadequate, 
and there is immediate need for additional housing facilities. Reference 
to the report of the Superintendent of Schools for the year 1928, shows 
an enrollment of one hundred thirty-eight (138) East Natick pupils in 
the first and sixth grades inclusive. Upon this enrollment, together with 
the estimated increase, the superintendent has recommended an addition 
of four rooms to the present school building. A survey undertaken on 
behalf of the committee shows that there are now resident in East Natick, 
1inety-five (95) children under the present school age. The portable 
annex to the present structure is unsuitable, and in the opinion of the 
committee its use should be discontinued. In view of the present school 
cnroilment, the number of school children under school age now resident ' 
in East Natick, and the continually increasing number of residences in 
that section, the committee reports that additional school housing must 
he provided without delay. This committee is unanimously of the 
opinion that four (4) additional school rooms must be constructed in 


East Natick as soon as possible. 


The committee is of the opmion that the present East Natick school 
lot is the most desirable location for a school structure in the East 
Natick section. The construction of four additional rooms upon the 
present school location will leave a sufficient plot about the school for 
playground and school purposes. 


The school situation at East Natick was investigated by each mem- 
ber of the committee, and a public meeting was held by the committee 
in order that persons interested in this matter might express their views. 


In order that action might be taken at the annual Town Meeting 
toward construction of the additional school facilities as recommended, 
the committee has made a further study of plans of construction, and 
the probab!e cost of the addition recommended. At the request of the 
committee, and without expense to the town, plans were provided by an 
architect, Mr. Edward F. McGee, showing varying methods by which 
the additional rooms might be added to. the present structure. It is 
recommended that the bui'ding be one story in height. After considering 
methods of construction, and after examination of the plans submitted, 
the committee recommends that two wings be added to the present 
structure, each wing to contain two (2) rooms. The wings wou!d be 
connected with each other, and with the present structure by a rear 
corridor. This method of construction will permit construction of ad- 
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ditional rooms if necessary at the lowest possible future cost. The base- 
ment of one wing may be finished for assembly purposes. The committee 
feels that such a plan for additional rooms will make a most attractive 
structure. Blue prints of the sketches prepared will be available for 
examination at the annual town meeting. 


The plans were submitted by the committee to a building contractor, 
and to a plumbing and heating contractor. The addition was figured 
upon the basis of a twelve inch brick exterior wall of brick and terra 
cotta construction. The entire cost including grading, fixtures and fur- 
nishings, was considered by the committee. The present heating plant 
is not adaptable to a larger unit, and the committee therefore considered, 
in its estimate of cost, a new boiler of standard construction, with unit 
heaters in each room, and nine hundred ten (910) feet of direct radiation. 
The cost of the additional plumbing facilities and fixtures was also 
considered. The committee is of the opinion that the four room addition 
upon the plans prepared, may be completed for Fifty Two Thousand 
(52,000) Dollars. 


The committee wishes to express its appreciation to all who have 
associated in the investigation made.

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SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


We desire to express our sincere thanks to all Town Officials who 
during the past year have generously co-operated with us in all our 
work. 


We also desire to thank the citizens of our town for the excellent 
support and also for constructive criticism offered during the past year. 

The townspeople are deeply indebted to the town counsel, Mr. 
John W. Brennan, for the able manner he has attended to the many 
legal questions arising the past year. 


In regard to using the check list for voting at adjourned Town 
Meeting we are endeavoring to work out a plan that can be made 
effective. 


The past year the Board has made an agreement with Framingham 
for the completion of work on Beaver Dam Brook, which we have 
extended to December 31, 1929, Framingham to bear all expense of 
work done in Natick. 


We have also agreed with the towns of Framingham and Needham 
to pay experts to represent our town at hearings held before the Board 
of Public Utilities, in the State House, Boston, in regard to the exces- 
sive price charged by the West Boston Gas Co. to consumers in Natick, 
and have every reason to expect a substantial reduction in price. 


We have made application to the General Court of Massachusetts 
for permission to print on the ballot: 


“To see if the Town will vote to establish a Police Department 
under Chapter 41, Sec. 97 of the General Laws.” 


“To see if the Town will vote to establish a police reserve of not 
more than five men under Chapter , Sec. of the General Laws.” 


We have held several conferences with the Middlesex County Com- 
missioners and expect to go before the State Board of Public Works 
in regard to an allotment of money for Speen Street. If we do not 
receivg aid from the County and State, on Speen Street, this year, we 
think a petition should be presented to the Middlesex County Commis- 
sioners to relocate and rebuild Speen Street from Pond Street to the 
Natick-Framingham ‘Line. 


There is a Blanket Fire Insurance Schedule covering Buildings 
and Contents owned by the town (excluding motor propelled vehicles 
and the Leonard Morse Hospital property) for $1,077,350, divided as 
follows: 

$910,075 on Town Buildings, 
$167,275 on Contents. 
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January 15, 1927 was the first year of this schedule. In 1928 the 
Coolidge Junior High School was included and in 1929 the Morse 
Institute addition came in, which accounts for the increased amounts in 
the following list: 


Date Amount Rate 
In effect January 15, 1927 $791,300 +.47 per $100 
In effect January 15, 1928 1,020,050  .46 per $100 
In effect January 15, 1929 1,077,350 .44 per $100 Total Insurance 
now in force. 


The policies have been arranged so that an even amount will expire 
each year to be renewed for a term of three years, to take advantage 
of the saving in premium. Under this present arrangement with a 44c 
rate the annual expenditure will be about $4,000. 


The matter of blanket rate was taken up with the New England 
Insurance Exchange, through local agents, and a personal survey of 
buildings: made, and by carrying out the additional recommendations 
of the Exchange, without cost to the town, the rate was reduced two 
cents per $100, from 46c to 44c, and created a saving of $215.47 per year 
on the fire insurance. 


It was discovered by the Board that all Town Boilers were not in- 
sured and on May 21, 1928, a blanket policy was placed with a Boiler In- 
surance Co., through local agents, which insures against damage to prop- 
erty, loss of life of any of the public, and includes the inspection of 
boilers each year. Policy does not cover cracking. By scheduling all 
the boilers, the town saved $104 in premium in addition to the annual 
inspection fees of the State Board of Boiler Inspectors which are $10.00 
per boiler each year and $5.00 per cast iron sectional boiler each year. 
The Inspection Laws of the State require that unless boilers are in- 
spected, and insured, by an Inspector regularly employed by a duly 
admitted insurance company they must be inspected by the State Board 
of Boiler Inspectors and the above fees charged.
